WHITNEY THE RIGHT MAN 



Lake County.. Men ore Discussing the 
Judicial Situation and Whitney An- 
nounces His Candidacy 



Since the death of Circuit Judge 
Robert H. Wright of Belvidere, last 
week Tuesday, much talk has been 
going the rounds as to the most logical 
man to be his successor. Lake, the 
next to the largest county in the seven- 
teenth judicial district, which is com- 
posed of Winnebago, McHenry, Lake 
and Boone, claims the right to its own 

representative on the judicial bench, 
and has not been slow Jin advancing its 
candidate, Chas. Whitney of Waukegan 
being the first to announce his candi- 
dacy. 

It is time Lake County was recogniz- 
ed and in all fairness this recognition 
should be admitted by members of -the 
bar. .Winnebago, McHenry and Boone 
are so closely contiguous that they 
do not heed three judges, and on the 
other hand Lake County is so far away 
that to deprive it of a judge is to im- 
pose on the members of the bar and lit- 
igants of the county. 

Rockford papers with the exception 
of the Star, and the Belvidere Republi- 
can, all at the west end of the district, 
are opposing the candidacy of Mr. Whit- 
ney. 

The members of the bar ^ of Boone 
county, recently held a meeting at 
which it 'was decided that if Boone 
county decided to present a candidate, 
and that in all probability they would, 
in response to the demand for one/ that 
the choice of the bar would fall upon 
W. C. De Wolf, the present County 
Judge of Boone County. 

The 'Belvidere Republican disputes 
Lake County's ri^ht to a resident Cir- 
cuit Jndge by declaring that Boone 
County has been shut out of representa- 
tion at Springfield entirely and for forty 
long years was deprived of a judgeship 
while for a period of twenty- four years 
Lake had its share of the offices as well 
as a resident circuit judge, and further 
declares that Winnebago is more en- 
titled to two judges, than Lake is to 
one, considering the combined business 
of Winnebago and Boone and that next 
to Winnebago v Boone was to be consid- 
ered.' And further states that Lake is 
like a'foreign land to the rest of the 
district having nothing in common with 
Winnebago or Boone, who on the other 
hand are closely bound by many ties, 
political, social .and business. 

Mr. Whitney has formally announc- 
ed his candidacy and because of his wide 
acquaintance throughout the district 
and his undisputed ability to fill the 
position his announcement is being met 
with hearty approval. "Ho made a 
strong run two years ago despite the 
fact that the other three counties lined 
• up against him in an effort to elect the 
three old judges, but Mr. Whitney took 
his defeat like. a man, in fact his being 
a good loser made him many friends 
in the district. 

With a rosident Circuit Judge the 
grand jury need never adjourn v between 
court terms but can always be held sub- 
ject to call/so that'justicecanbe'Bpeedy 
and righteous in Waukegan and prison- 
ers need not remain in jail six months 
before getting a trial and then get only 
two or three days sentence.

PIONEER RESIDENT DIES 

Albert S. Barber Passes Away Saturday 
at His Home in Kenosha 

Albert S. Barber, one of the" best 
known of the pioneer residents of 
Kenosha County died just after nine 
o'clock , Wednesday morning at the old 
Barber home at Kenosha. -Mr, Barber 
waa eighty-four years of age and had 
been in poor health for • some.: time. 
However he was in his usual good spir- 
its this week and on Wednesday morn- 
ing had gone to the barn to do some 
work when he was ^attacked with^a 
"stroke of paralysis resulting from a 
blood clot on the brain. He was found 
in the barn unconscious and carried to 
the house and a physician was called 
but he Burvived^fdr only a few moments 

The death of Albert S. Barber marks 
the passing of a man who had much to 
do with the development of Kenosha 
Coun ty7 The deceased was a native of 
Vermont and was born in Rutland coun- 
ty, October 21, 1826. In his young man- 
hood he was married to Miss Eliza 
Selleck of Lawrence county, N. Y. and 
together they came west in 1854 and for 
a short time lived at Janesville, and in 
1855 "he purchased a f arnv at Salem 
where he resided until 1890. Mr. arid 
Mrs. Barber celebrated their golden 
wedding April 12, 1902, and Mrs. Bar- 
ber died on the first day. of January 
1905. . . « 

The deceased was a man. of sterling 
traits of character and during his" long 
residence -in Kenosha he was a man 
respected by all. He was an ardent 
advocate of temperance and a devoted 
Christian man and for years was a 
member of the Congregational church. 

Mr. Barber is survived by an adopted 
daughter, Mrs. C. P. Groerer, who was 
with him at the time of his. death. His 
one son, Charles J., was killed in a rail- 
way accident at Camp Lake. He is 
also survived by 5 grand children, John, 
Chas. and Arthur of Kenosha and Mrs. 
Gertrude Minnis and Mrs. Charles 
Hasse, both of Salem.

Thomas Burns, of Belvidere, III., de- 
feated democratic candidate for the 
legislature from the eighth senatorial 
district, will contest the election of 
Joseph Anderson, prohibition candidate 
elected from Lake County, before the 
legislature at the coming session. 

The eighth district is the three coun- 
ties of Lake McHenry and Boone, and 
Burns has served. papers on successful 
and unsuccessful- candidates alike that 
he would ask the^ legislature to break 
the seals on the envelopes containing 
the ballots and make a recount, which 
he declares, wilKbe.fonnd to elect him, 
Burns ranked next to Anderson in vote 
totals and Anderson won" by the plump- 
ing of the dry votes, and his majority 
was only sixty-six. 

Burns in his notice as served on the 
other candidates, recites the vote total 
as'it now stands officially and asserts 
that the recount will materially change 
it. 

Representatives elect are E. D. Shurt- 
leff, of Marengo; James H. Vickers, of 
Harvard; and Joseph E. Anderson of 
Lake Forest, two from McHenry and 
one from Lake county.

The, work of connecting the lighting 
system of this place -with the main 
plant at Waukegan was completed last 
week and on Tuesday of this week, 
Antioch was placed on the list of cities 
and towns having an all day service. 
Ever since the purchase of the Anti- 
och Electric plant by the North Shore 
Electric company the "residents here 
have had the promise of this service 
and although a very small percentage 
of our people have as yet had anv use 
for electricity other than for lighting 
purposes, now that the day service has 
been obtained it js quite probable that 
many electrical devices,. such as wash- 
ers, fiat irons, heaters, etc., will be in- 
stalled. 

When the local plant, shut down Mon- 
day night it closed for good and Tues- 
day workmen were employed in taking 
down the wires connecting it with the 
lighting system, and hereafter nil 
power will bo supplied from Waukegan. 

Many changes have been made in our 
street lights in the past few weeks and 
the heavier voltage thus secured has 
made a decided improvement in their 
brilliancy.

Dead in R. R. Depot 



WAS WAITING FOR TRAIN 



Well Known Attorney and Interested in 

the McCormick Will and Other 

Prominent Cases 



William P. Underwood, for thirty 
years.. an attorney in Chicago and a 
resident of Highland Park, dropped dead 
of heart disease at 7:05 this (Thursday) 
morning at the Northwestern railway 
station in Highland Park. 

Mr. Unclerwood was" in the station 

waiting for the suburban train to take 

him to Chicago, and was speaking to 
some business men, when he was 
stricken. He was seen to turn pale and 
reel, jand before the other men could 
catch him, he had fallen to the station 
floor: 'dead. The friends ♦ of the man 
hastily summoned a doctor, but life had 
been extinct for some time before the 
medical man arrived. Apparently he 
had not drawn a breath since he fell to 
the floor. 

Mr. Underwood had left the home on 
Ravine avenue this morning feeling as 
weir as could be. Never before in his 
life,* it is said, had he had any trouble 
with his heart, and the sudden death 
was a shock to his many friends, His 
wife, who was at home when Mr. Under- 
wood, was stricken, is prostrated and is 
fn the care of a Physician. Besides the 
wife, Mr. Underwood is survived ,by 
two sons, 11 and 13 years of age. 

Mr. "Underwood waB born in LaFay- 
*^tte, Ind.,'in 1853. Whena young man 
he chose the law as his profession and 
.entered Ann Arbor university, from 
which he graduated with honors. Thirty 
years ago he began his law practice in 
Chicago, and;has continued in this work 
ever since. 

He entered into partnership with Mr. 
George W. Manier, and the two attor- 
neys opened offices in the Ashland 
building in Chicago, where the head- 
quarters of the firm are now. He was 
made the attorney in fact for the Mc- 
Cormick estate and in many other large 
estates he was interested in. 
• He has lived on Ravine avenue in 
Highland Park ever since he opened his 
offices in Chicago. The family there 
have a lovely home and it was there that 
the two sons of the couple were born. 
The boys were in Chicago at the time of 
their father's death. 

The inquest was held at the Prior un- 
dertaking rooms in Highland Park thjs 
morning at 10 o'clock, the jury return- 
ing a verdict of death from heart fail- 
ure. 

The' funeral arrangements have not 
yet been made.

Man Born and Educated in Bristol Dies 
Suddenly at Louisville, Ky. 

Henry MarBhy aged 44 years, former- 
ly of Kenosha, died very suddenly at 
Louisville, Ky. f Monday. No details of 
the death of Mr. Marsh have been re- 
ceived in Kenosha as the first heard of 
his illness was brought in a message to 
his father, Daniel Marsh in the town of 
Bristol Monday.

Daniel Marsh and Charles Marsh, a 
brother, left for Louisville Monday and 
it is possible that the remains will be 
brought to Kenosha for interment 

Mr. Marsh spent all his younger man- 
hood in Kenosha and was active in the 
affairs of the city. He served as alder- 
man from the old First ward twenty 
years ago and was a member of the 
volunteer fire department of the city. 

Of late years Mr. Marsh was general 
sales manager for the American Malt- 
ing Company.

The Man, Who is Supposed to be August 

Gustafson of Chicago, Makes Second 

Attempt in Cell at County Jail 



The man believed to be August 
Gustafson of Chicago who was picked up 
in, Waukegan Monday morning when 
he was found in a nude condition, walk- 
ing south on the Chicago & Milwaukee 
electric tracks, -made a second attempt 
to take his own life by hanging himself 
to the door of his cell in Lake county 
jail Monday night about 12 o'clock. He 

was prevented from perpetrating the 
rash deed by other occupants of the jail 
who had been watching his actions 
while he prepared for his second at- 
tempt to jump into the next world. 

The fellow had been acting queerly 
the greater part of the day and evening 
and had called attention to himself by 
his refusal to .converse with anyone 
and his steadfast application to his 
prayers. 

When Sheriff Green visited the jail 
shortly after 11 o'clock everything was 
all right but shortly after that occupants 
of the jail saw the fellow tear a piece of 
cloth 'from his bed quilt He twisted 
this about until it resembled a rope. 
Then standing upon his burik he fasten- 
ed one end securely to tne top bar on his 
cell door. About this time the other 
occupants, of the jail interfered and 
prevented him from finishing the act 
According to one report it was em- 
ployees of the electric company who r 
found him. At that time it is said his 
almost nude body was stretched across 
the rails and he had his head resting on 
one of them. This led to the belief 
that he may have tried to end his life 
then. His body was blue with cold 
when found and it was' feared, that he 
would not recover. He did, however, 
and the fact that he attempted to end his 
life again makes it seem plausible that 
he made the attempt Monday morning. 

He is a conundrum to jail officials . 
and they do not know how to classify 
him. His sphinx-like attitude when- 
ever he is approached makes the in- 
sanity theory the most probable. He 
continued his prayers all day. 

Later Chief Conolly sent a patrolman 
to the county jail and the fellow con- * 
sented to talk, probably because the 
officer was one of his own countrymen. 
He admitted that his name is Gustafson. 

He Bays he has a brother, Arrid, living ., 
at 45 Court near Chicago avenue in 
Chicago. He also gave the addresses 
of several 'friends in Chicago. The 
police have communicated with them; 
When asked where he himself lived he 
said liis home is in heaven. 

Gustafson said he went to Zion City to 
see a young lady friend named Miss 
Elizabeth Flood. He said he has taken 
her to church but that after church was 
over he lost her in \some manner. 
After, this his mind was a blank and he 
could not account for his actions here. 

The police think there is little doubt 
but that he is insane.

This is an aver- 
age of $103.97 per corporation. 

In the state of Illinois there are 
17,903 corporations; aggregate cap- 
ital, $31,191,058,968.74; total indebted- 
ness, $3,032,803,126.87; net income, 
$274,321,933.85. 

The average Indebtedness of cor- 
porations in the whole country is 60 
per cent of tho whole capitalization. 
In the state of Illinois average is 94 
per cent 

According to the report Illinois 
stands first in internal revenue taxes, 
the total It pays being $49,165,273.76. 
New. York is next with $36,000,000 In 
round numbers; Kentucky, $32,000,000 
and Indiana. $28,000,000. There were 
twenty-four million more gallons of 
distilled spirits this year than last 
year, and three million more barrels 
of fermented liquor than last year. 

The total receipts of the bureau for 
the past year were $289,957,220.16.

Are the great flnanolors of the 
country beginning to see a new light? 
Time was, until recently in fact, when 
thcTmon at the head of. the big cor- 
porations "kept their buBlneBs to 
themselves," as far as the law would 
allow. Capable men at the head of tho 
big concerns, long realized the weak*. 
neBS of their position, but what was 
needed obviously, 'aa in all great re- 
forms, was an unmistakable occasion 
and a courageous man. The, occasion 
arose in tho purchase of tho Western. 
Union Telegraph company by the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company, and tho man appeared ra 
Theodore N. Vail, President of the 
purchasing corporation. 

It was last December when public 1 
announcement was : made that the 
Gould holdings of Western Union had 
been taken over by the Telephone 
company. 

On account of the high, esteem In 
which tho ^management of the tele- 
phone company Is so generally held, 
great things wore predicted as. a re- 
sult of the absorption of Western 
Union. By the press of the country 
the "deal" was most favorably com- 
mented on, It being widely pointed 
out. that under the direction of such 
men as Theodore N. Vail and his as- 
sociates, the telegraph company was 
bound- soon to work Itself into. a po- 
sition where it could offer tho public 
far more efficient service than it had 
ever before been able to offer. 

But a very few months hod' elapsed 
when It became apparent to the new 
management that a modern and up- 
to-dato appraisal of the company's 
assets would mako possible a far 
greater degree of efficiency of oper- 
ation. "Here," they said to * them- 
selves, ' "we've bought control of this 
property and we know it's immensely 
valuable, but we don't know just 
These appraisals of 
real estate and securities 'owned were 
made a long time ago. If we have 
a complete inventory made of every 
thing we've got we can announce the 
facts to the public, start a now set of 
books, and begin our responsibility 
to stockholders right thera." 

How Inventory Was Taken. 
The most expert accountants and 
appraisers, to be had were put at the 
tnsk. Their labors lasted over eight 
months. Their report and its publi- 
cation by the company marks an ep- 
och In finance. — — ~ < 
, It began by recommending an ad- 
justment of the difference between 
the appraised and book values by a 
charge of $5,595,089 against sur- 
plus. Book values of securities held 
wero reduced to market values, bad 
and doubtful accounts were "charg- 
ed off," an allowance of $2,000,000 
was made for "depreciation," another 
of $500,000 for "reserve," "and so. on, 
until the old surplus of $18,867,000 
came down to $5,136,000. 

It required courage, the publication 
of this statement to stockholders, say- 
ing in 'effect: "The property of 
your company has been reval- 
ued: the surplus Isn't nineteen mill- 
ions, as you have been led to be- 
lieve, but five millions,"' but It was 
the truth, and President Vail did not 
flinch. "Accuracy and publicity," he 
declared,, was essential. "The stock- 
holder has a right to know. The 
shares of this company are scatter- 
ed from one end of the Union to the 
other. This Is more than a private 
corporation. It is a great national 
enterprise. The public is entitled to 
the facts." 

The report was ordered published 
forthwith. Financiers of the old 
school and speculators generally were 
aghast What would happen?. Would 
the bottom drop, out of Western 
Union When the shareholders realiz- 
ed that their propetry was worth 
$13,000,000 less than they had sup- 
posed? But tho amazing thing 
happened. The stock went up and 
stayed up. Tho public had respond- 
ed to this" remarkable display of 
frankness and confidence; to the new 
motto, "Accuracy and Publicity." 

Tho full significance of the action 
of tho new board Is stated concisely 
by Harper's Weekly in these words :i 
"Is this policy of publicity and or> 
open-handed dealing with sharehold- 
ers and public the forerunner of a 
similar movement on the part of oth- 
er big corporations? Certainly It la 
to bo hoped that it Is. in the case 
of these big companies, dependent 
upon public patronage and doing busi- 
ness under public franchise, . can 
there be any question of the right of 
the. people to. know? 

"That right is being recognized. 
It Is recognized now in this epochal 
act on tho part of the telephone and 
telegraph Interests. It Is the dawn 
of a new era in corporation finance."

' Conservation of the publlo domain, 
ship subsidy, fortification of the Pana- 
ma canal and the continuation of the 
present tariff board are the leading 
subjects touched upon.* -He also. re-, 
views the work of the various gov- 
ernment departments and concurs in 
recommendation, tending toward the 
bettering of the service, made by sev- 
eral of the members of his cabinet 
Economy Is Urged. 
In. dwelling* on the urgent need for 
economy In government expenditures, the 
president says: ''Every effort has been 
made by each department chief to reduce 
the estimated cost of his department for 
tho ensuing fiscal year ending Juno SO, 
1312. I say this in order that congress 
may understand that those estimates thus 
made present the smallest sum which will 
maintain the : departments, bureaus and 
offices of tho government and .meet Its 
other obligations under exisUng law, and 
that a cut of these estimates would re- 
sult In embarrassing the executive branch 
of the government In the performance of 
its duties. This remark does not apply 
to the river and harbor estimates, except 
to those for expenses of maintenance and 
the meeting of obligations under-author- 
ised contractu, nor does it apply to tho 
public building bill nor to, tho navy build- 
ing program. Of course, as to these con- 
gress could wlthhold^any part, or all of 
the estimatos for them without interfer- 
ing with the discharge of the ordinary ob- 
ligations of these functions of Its depart- 
ments, bureaus and offices.' 

"Against the estimates of expenditures 
$040,494,013.12, we have estimated receipts 
for next year $680,000,000, making a proba- 
ble surplus of ordinary receipts over or- 
dinary expenditures of about $50,000,000, or 
taking into account the estimatos for the 
Panama canal, which are |So\9».B47.69, and 
which will ultimately, be paid in bonds, 
It will leave a deficit for the next year of 
about 87.000,000, if congress shall conclude 
to fortify the canal." 
Wants Forest Limitation Removed.. 
On the subject of conservation he do- 
votes considerable spaco to forest, coal,, 
oil and gas, phosphate lands and Water 
power sites. As to "the .-reservation of 
forest ln nds^h e^says:" "The law now pro- 
-HubTta^tfie reservation of any more forest 
lands in Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Montana." Colorado and Wyoming, except 
bjract of congress. I am informed by the 
department of agriculture that the gov- 
ernment owns other tracts of timber land 
in these states' which should bo Included 
In Jtho forest reserves. I recommend to 
congress that the limitation herein lm- 
posed be: repealed. 

"Congress ought, to trust the executive 
to use the power of rcseovation only with 
respect to land most valuable, for forest 
purposes. "During the present administra- 
tion, 62,250.000 acres" of land' largely non- 
timbered have been excluded from forest 
reserves, and 3,600,000 acres of land prin- 
cipally valuable for forest purposes have 
been Included In forest reserves, making 
a reduction in forest reserves of non- 
timbered land amounting to 2,750,000 
acres." 

Wants Canal Fortified. 
Regarding tho PanamaTcanal, the presi- 
dent asserts that unless unexpected ob- 
stacles arise the waterway will, be com- 
pleted" well within time limit of Janu- 
ary 1. 1015, and within estimate of- cost, 
8375,000.000. Suggestions . for levying of 
tolls and management are mado, and re- 
gsrdlng fortification of tho canal, he 
•ays:.'.. 

"Among questions arising for present 
solution is tho decision whether the canal 
shall be fortified. I have already stated 
to the congress that I strongly favor for- 
tification and I now. reiterate this opin- 
ion and ask your consideration of the 
subject in tho light of the report already 
before you made by a competent board. 
."Failure to fortify the canal would 
leave the attainment of both these alms 
in the position of. rights and obligations 
which we should be powerless to enforce 
and which could never in any way bo ab- 
solutely safeguarded against a despcrato 
and irresponsible enemy." 
Ship Subsidy. 
The president urges such aotlon aa he 
behoves will Increase American trade 
abroad, and says:: 

"Another instrumentality lndlspensablo 
to 'the. unhampered and natural develop- 
ment of American commerce Is merchant 
marine. All maritime and commercial na- 
tions- reeognlro the Importance of this 
factor. The greatest commercial nations, 
our competitors, jealously foster their 
merchant, marine. Perhaps ■ nowhere is 
tho need for rapid and direct mail, pas- 
senger and freight communication quite 
so urgent as botween the United States 
and "Latin America. We can secure In no' 
other quarter of the world such Imme- 
diate benefits. In friendship and com- 
merce as .would flow from the establish- 
ment of direct lines of communication 
with the countries of Latin America ade- 
quate to meet the requirements of a rap- 
Idly Increasing appreciation of the reci- 
procal dependence of the countries of the 
western hemisphere upon each other's 
products, sympathies and assistance. 

"I alluded to this most Important sub- 
ject In my lost, annual message:. It has 
often been before you and I need not" re- 
capitulate the reasons -for its recommen- 
Unless prompt action' be taken 



tion unable to avail In, International mari- 
time business 'of 'this igroat contribution to. 
tho moans ,of tho world's, commercial In- 
tercourse." 

Criticism of the Tariff. --C- 
In the space devoted. to tho tariff. the 
president says: 

"Tho schedules- of tho rates of duty in 
tho Pay no tariff net have been subjected, 
to a -great deal of criticism, some of it 
Just,, more of it unfounded, and too much 
misrepresentation. Tho act was :: adopted 
in pursuance of a declaration by tho par- 
ty which Is responsible for It that cus- 
tomn bill should bo a;tarlff for ■ , the, pro- 
tection of homo' Industries, the measure 
of the protection' to be«.tho .difference bo- 
tween the: cost of producing the Imported 
article abroad and tho cost of producing 
it at home, together with such addition, to 
that difference as might give a reasonable 
profit to" tho : home producer. ..Tho ; basis 
for. tho criticism of. this tariff Is that in 
respect to a number of the- schedules tho 
declared measure .was not followed, but a. 
higher difference retained or inserted by 
way of undue discrimination; in favor- of - 
certain industries and manufactures^ Lit- 
tle, If any, of tho criticism of the tariff 
has been directed; against; the -protective 
principle above stated; but the. main body 
of tho criticism has been based on the at- 
tempt to.- conform .-to the measuro, of .pro- 
tection was not honestly and sincerely 
adhered to." 

Tho president also. refers to, the appoint- 
ment of l a board of exports to.' investigate" 
tho cost of ' production of ■ various articles . 
Included In the schedules of the tariff, 
and concludes: 

" "Whether or not the protective policy Is 
to bo continued,. and the degree, of protoc-. 
tlon to be accorded to bur homo Indus- , 
tries, are questions. which the people must 
decide through their chosen representa- 
tives. But whatever policy is adopted. It 
Is clear that the necessary -legislation 
should be based' on .an'- Impartial, thor- 
ough and continuous study of the facta." 
- Recommends Parcels Post. 

The adoption of the parcols post Is 
again adopted. On this subject President 
Taft says: "With respect to the parcels, 
post, I -respectfully- recommend Its adop- 
t!on_on all rural delivery route8, : and. that 
11 pounds— the International limit— be 
mado the limit of carriage in euch'post. 
The samo . argument Is mado against the 
parcels post that was made against tho 
postal savings bank— that It Is Introduc- 
ing- the government Into a business .which 
should be conducted by .privato" persons 
and la paternalism. The postoffico depart-, 
nient.has a groat 'plant, and a great or- 
ganisation, reaching into the' most remote 
hamlet of the United States, and with 
this machinery it is ablo to do a great 
many things economically, that If "a new 
organization wero necessary It would be 
Impossible to do -without extra vagaiirex- 
pendltures." _- v 

Department of Justice. 
Discussing the affairs of the. department 
of justice, the. president says:. 

"I -Invite' especial' attention to the prose- 
cutions under the federal law of the so- 
called 'bucket shops,'., and of those 
schemes to defraud" In which, the use of 
the mail is an oseentlal - part of the 
fraudulent conspiracy, prosecutions which, 
have saved ignorant and "woak' members' 
of the public and are caving them hun.- 
dreds of millions of dollars. The viola-, 
tlonn of tho anti-trust law present _per- 
haps the. most important litigation before 
the department, and the number of coses 
filed shows the activity of tho govern- 
ment in enforcing that statute. 
."In a special message last year: I 
brought to the attention of congress the 
propriety and wisdom of enacting a gen- 
eral, law providing for tho Incorporation 
of industrial and othor companies engaged 
in interstate' commerce, and I renew my. 
'recommendation in that behalf." 

The crying need In the .United States 
of cheapening the cost of litigation by 
simplifying judicial procedure and ex- 
pediting final judgment Is pointed out and 
action looking, to correction of these evils 
Is urged. 

The president recommends an increase 
In the salaries of federal judges. 
Postal Affairs. 
In regard -to postal matters; the -presi- 
dent points with pride to its present effi- 
cient management and tho recent reduc- 
tion in the ' deficit. The present unre- 
stricted franking privilege comes in 'for 
comment with a suggestion for the adop- 
tion of better methods for Its regulation. 
Abolish Navy Yarde.^ 
The president calls attention to .certain 
reforms urged by 'the "secretary of the 
navy which he recommends for adoption, - 
and continues: 

"*-"Tho secretary of ..the, navy has given 
personal examination Ho. every navy yard, 
and lias studied the uses of . the navy 
yards with roference to tho. necessities 
of our fleet With a fieot considerably 
less than half the size of that of the 
British navy, we have shipyards more 
than double the number, and there aro 
several of these shipyards expensively 
equipped .with modern mchlnery, which, 
after investigation tho secretary of -tho 
navy believes to be entirely useless for 
naval purposes. Ho asks authority- to 
abandon, certain of them, and to move 
their machinery to" other places, where it 
can be made. of use.',' 

Speaking, of our. foreign relations the 
president says: "During tho past year 
the foreign relations of the United States 
have continued upon a basis of friendship 
and good understanding. . 

•"Tho year has boen notable as witness- 
ing the pacific settlement of two Impor- 
tant international controversies beforo. the 
permanent court of The Hague. 

"The arbitration of the -fisheries dispute 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, which has. been .the eource pf 
nearly continuous diplomatic correspond- 
ence since the fisheries convention, of 1815, 
has given an award which is satisfactory 
to both parties. This arbitration is par- 
ticularly noteworthy not only because of 
the' eminently just results secured, but 
also because it is the first arbitration held 
under the general arbitration treaty of 
April 4, 1908, between tho United States 
and Great Britain, and disposes. of a con- 
troversy the settlement of which has re- 
sisted every other resource of diplomacy 
and which for. nearly ninety years has 
been tho cause of friction between, two 
countries whose common' Interest lies: In 
maintaining tbe most friendly and cordial 
relations with each other. & . 

President Taft makes a few recommen- 
dations for changes in tho interstate-com- 
merce law and says: 
• "Except aa abovo, I do' not. recommend 
any amendment to the Interstate" com- 
merce law as It stands. I do not now 
recommend any. araohdment to the anti- 
trust law. In othor words, It seems to 
me that the existing legislation with 
reference . to the regulation of corpora- 
tions and the restraint of their business 
has reached a point where. wo can stop 
'.for -a while and witness the offset -of tho 
vigorous execution or the laws -of tho 
atatuto books in restraining the 'abuses 
certainly ;did exist and whioh
